Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  fifth  annual  report 
on  the  health  of  the  Baildon  Urban  District  and  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1946. 

Health  Staff. 

The  Officers  and  Staff  of  the  Department  consist  of : — 
1 Acting  Medical  Officer  (part  time). 

1 Sanitary  Inspector  (full  time)  who  possesses  the 
Certificates  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  and 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Examination  Joint  Board, 
Certificates  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  Meat 
and  Other  Foods,  etc. 

General. 

I am  able  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  district  has  been 
exceedingly  good.  The  common  infectious  diseases  were  not 
prevalent  and  caused  no  deaths.  The  Diphtheria  rate  (0.30) 
and  Scarlet  Fever  rate  (0.30)  compared  very  favourably  with  those 
of  other  areas.  Diarrhoea  under  2 years  of  age  accounted  for 
two  deaths. 


Housing. 

In  July  your  Council  commenced  building  operations  on 
the  Knoll  Housing  Estate.  The  rate  of  progress  has  been 
unfortunately  very  slow,  and  indeed  at  the  end  of  the  year  not 
one  house  was  completed.  Overcrowding  is  still  prevalent  in  the 
district  and  will  continue  for  some  time  to  come.  The  conditions 
under  which  two  or  three  families  have  to  live  together  in  the  same 
house,  sharing  cooking,  washing  and  other  facilities,  give  rise 
to  serious  discontent  amongst  the  people  affected,  and  such 
conditions  are  not  conducive  to  good  health. 
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Water  Supply. 

Of  the  3,350  houses  in  the  district,  3,260  are  on  the  public 
supply  which  has  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the  year.  The 
remaining  houses  are  supplied  by  private  supplies  drived  from 
springs  and  wells,  and  these  are  chiefly  in  the  outlying  parts  of 
the  district  not  served  by  the  Coimcil’s  mains.  The  water 
mains  have  been  extended  so  as  to  provide  a water  supply  to  the 
Knoll  Housing  Estate.  Water  samples  were  taken  at  regular 
intervals  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination. 


Sanitation. 

The  work  done  during  the  year  is  set  out  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report. 


Sanitary  Accommodation. 

The  number  of  water  closets  in  the  district  is  2,753,  the 
number  of  privies  17,  and  pail  closets  31. 

The  whole  of  the  insanitary  conveniences  are  situated 
where  no  sewer  is  available  so  that  these  figures  will  remain 
practically  stationary  until  the  districts  concerned,  namely. 
Prod  Lane,  Moorside  and  Low  Hill,  are  sewered. 


Cowsheds. 

The  cowsheds  are  inspected  regularly  j cans,  stools  and 
other  utensils  are  generallj^  found  to  be  clean.  Although  lime- 
washing and  cleansing  of  cowsheds  is  sometimes  a little  late  in  the 
Spring,  it  is  done  well  and  regularly,  and  it  would  be  true  to  state 
that  the  high  standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained. 


Factories  and  Workshops. 

The  routine  examinations  of  these  premises  have  been 
carried  out.  In  general  the  statutory  requirements  for  the  various 
classes  of  buildings  were  found  to  be  complied  with. 


Food  Supply. 

The  routine  collection  of  bacteriological  samples  of  milk 
and  their  examinations  were  continued,  unsatisfactory  samples 
being  followed  up  at  the  place  of  production  and  distribution. 
All  food  premises  are  inspected  regularly  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  not  in  a single  instance  was  it  necessary 
to  cdl  attention  to  unsatisfactory  conditions. 


Bakehouses. 

Twenty  inspections  of  bakehouses  were  made  during  the 
year,  and  all  were  found  to  be  clean  and  satisfactory. 
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Statistical  Information. 

I append  tables  giving  the  essential  statistics  in  relation  to 
births,  deaths  and  diseases. 

In  the  Appendix  to  this  report  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
supplies  statistical  information  appropriate  to  his  section,  together 
with  a report. 


Conclusion. 

The  birth  rate  for  1946  is  considerably  lower  than  that  of 
England  and  Wales,  and  the  still  birth  rate  is  higher  than  it  has 
been  for  the  last  five  years,  and  higher  than  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  death  rate  is  the  lowest  we  have  had  since  1942,  and  is  very 
similar  to  that  of  England  and  Wales.  It  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  we  have  again  a low  infantile  death  rate.

for  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1946. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Baildon  Urban  District 

Co  uncil. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Services  for  the  year  1946. 

The  year  under  review  has  brought  little  change  in  the 
housing  position.  Although  work  was  started  on  the  erection  of 
houses  on  the  Knoll  Estate,  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  most 
disappointing  to  find  that  not  one  single  house  was  ready,  or 
nearly  ready  for  occupation. 

The  conditions  found  on  inspection  have  altered  so  much 
from  the  records  in  our  possession  in  respect  of  the  condition  of 
houses  and  the  number  of  occupants  therein,  that  there  is  no 
doubt  before  one  can  correctly  assess  the  requirements  of  the 
district  in  regard  to  houses,  a comprehensive  housing  survey 
must  be  made  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

Where  it  was  possible  to  license  work,  extreme  difficulty 
was  experienced  by  Contractors  in  obtaining  materials  for  essential 
repairs.

4.  Overcrowing. 

It  is  obvious  that  little  can  be  done  in  the  way  of 
dealing  with  overcrowding.  As  I have  previously 
stated  the  great  increase  in  overcrowding  during 
the  last  seven  years  has  been  mainly  due  to  the 
cessation  of  building  operations  and  the  increased 
number  of  marriages.  The  situation  has  altered 
so  materially  from  the  records  in  our  possession, 
that  it  is  essential  that  a housing  survey  be  made 
in  order  that  we  might  more  accurately  assess 
our  needs,  but  as  a rough  estimate  I would  suggest 
that  at  least  750  houses  will  be  required  in  order 
to  deal  with  this  problem,  and  houses  under  the 
Housing  Acts.

REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  work  of  refuse  collection  is  at  present  carried  out 
by

An  order  was  placed  in  June  for  the  supply  of  one  S.  & D. 
Freighter  with  double  cab,  the  delivery  of  which  was  promised 
for  March  1947,  but  I am  sorry  to  say  that  at  the  time  of  writing 
no  delivery  has  been  made. 

The  work  of  the  Cleansing  Department  has  again  been 
hampered,  partly  because  of  labour  troubles  and  partly  because 
of  breakdowns  with  the  lorries.  The  old  lorries  gave  considerable 
trouble,  which  can  only  be  expected  from  machines  of  their  age, 
i.e.,  Albion  fifteen  years,  Karrier  eight  years.  Fortnightly 
collections  are  being  made,  and  it  will  be  appreciated  by  all  that 
this  is  not  ideal,  and  one  would  like  to  see  a better  service.  The 
public  are  becoming  more  and  more  irritable  in  regard  to  the 
collection  of  refuse,  and  this  is  supported  by  the  increased  number 
of  appeals  for  attention.

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  100%,  the  tip  in  use 
at  the  present  time  being  at  Temple  Rhydding,  and  once  again 
I have  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  only  about  6 months 
tipping  accommodation  is  left.  Many  complaints  have  been 
received  by  the  department,  the  chief  being  dust  nuisance, 
especially  during  the  actual  tipping  operations  of  the  lorries. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  if  the  Council  carries  out  its  original 
intention,  the  residents  in  that  area  will  be  more  than  compensated 
for  the  inconveniences  they  have  been  put  to.

STREET  AND  GULLEY  CLEANSING. 

This  work  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor,  hence 
no  fiuther  reference  is  made  to  it  in  this  report,  other  than  to 
state  that  only  a very  small  portion  of  the  sweepings  were  deposited 
on  the  Temple  Rhydding  Tip  where  they  would  be  most  useful 
for  covering  up  the  refuse. 
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SALVAGE. 

The  year  under  review  witnessed  continued  activity  in 
regard  to  salvage  collection,  and  on  the  year’s  working  shewed 
an  improvement  upon  last  year.  The  income  from  this  source 
was  slightly  in  excess  of  the  estimated  income  £900.

FOOD  INSPECTION. 


A systematic  inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods  was  carried 
out  and  throughout  the  year  496  tins  of  various  articles  of  food, 
1 sack  of  flour  and  49  lbs.  of  bacon,  an  estimated  weight  of  639  lbs. 
were  found  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  destroyed. 

The  war-time  arrangement  for  centralised  slaughtering 
continues  in  operation,  the  meat  supplies  for  this  district  being 
obtained  from  the  public  abattoir  at  Shipley.

BAKEHOUSES. 


There  are  in  the  district  ten  bakehouses,  including  one 
undergroimd.  These  premises  were  inspected  regul^ly,  and  it 
is  pleasing  to  report  that  not  in  one  single  instance  was  it  necessary 
to  draw  the  owners  attention  to  any  statutory  requirement. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

All  factories  in  the  district  have  been  inspected  and  generally 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  In  one  case  it  was  found  that  the 
closet  accommodation  was  insufficient.  This  fact  was  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  owner,  and  additional  accommodation  was 
provided  without  delay. 

Several  large  factories  exist  in  the  Urban  District  and 
employ  about  3,000  people. 

The  number  of  factory  workshops  are  on  the  increase, 
and  this  in  a growing  town  is  what  one  can  expect.

At  the  close  of  the  year  all  notices  had  been  complied 
with  except  one  where  a plea  was  put  forward  that  the  whole 
sanitary  arrangements  would  be  rearranged  early  in  the  new  year. 

MILK  SUPPLY.

That  the  milk  production  in  Baildon  is  diminishing  is 
inevitable.  Raines  Farm  had  the  doors  closed  for  milk  production, 
reducing  the  number  of  dairy  cows  by  30,  and  this  was  the  only 
attested  herd  in  the  district.  Accredited  herds  in  the  district 
number  3.  There  are  approximately  304  milch  cows  in  the 
district. 

The  desire  of  producers  and  retailers  to  improve  both 
premises  and  grades  of  milk  was  impeded  by  wartime  restriction 
on  building  materials.  The  West  Riding  County  Council  had 
during  the  year  circularised  all  producers  of  accredited  milk 
in  the  County  area,  pointing  out  the  financial  benefit  involved 
in  the  production  of  Tuberculin  tested  milk,  and  setting  out  the 
requirements  for  obtaining  a licence. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

During  the  year  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  examination 
at  the  Coxmty  Laboratory,  Wakefield.  These  were  submitted 
for  examination  by  the  Phosphatase  and  Methylene  Blue  Reductase

Examination  of  milk  for  keeping  quality  (Resazurin  Test). 

The  work  carried  out  in  your  own  laboratory  during  the 
year  has  again  proved  very  satisfactory,  although  the  number  of 
samples  dealt  with  were  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year,  this 
being  due  to  the  fact  that  I have  had  no  assistance  since  the  end 
of  July,  the  pupil  J.  Garforth  having  been  called  up  for  National 
Service.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  very  near  future  J.  Appleyard 
will  be  released  from  His  Majesty’s  Forces,  and  until  then  the 
work  in  your  laboratory  will  be  restricted. 

In  any  case  where  an  unsatisfactory  result  was  obtained  a 
confirmation  sample  was  taken  and  submitted  to  the  County 
laboratory.  If  this  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  the  matter 
was  taken  up  with  the  farmer  concerned  with  a view  to  obtaining 
a cleaner  milk. 

Where  the  producer  resided  outside  the  district  the  matter 
was  reported  to  the  authority  concerned  with  a request  that  the 
method  of  production  and  handling  of  the  milk  at  the  farm 
concerned  be  investigated. 

MILK  DISTRIBUTION. 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  in  milk  distribution 
remains  good,  but  there  are  one  or  two  that  require  an  occasional 
reminder  that  there  is  no  room  for  slackness  in  the  milk  trade. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT  1919. 

Infestation  Order,  1943. 

Twenty-nine  inspections  were  made  in  relation  to  rat 
infestations  and  advice  given  in  each  case.  Various  methods  of 
baiting,  poisoning  and  trapping  have  been  used,  the  chief  bait 
used  being  sausage  rusks,  although  in  one  case  a bread  mash 
was  found  necessary.  The  main  poisons  were  zinc  phosphide 
and  arsenic.  Break-back  traps  were  used  in  some  instances. 
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In  closing  this  report  I would  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  how  much  I value  the  continued  confidence  and 
support  given  me  by  the  Council,  and  especially  the  Chairman 
of  the  Health  Committee  (Councillor  C.  Dewhirst). 


I would  also  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council 
(Mr.  R.  H.  Moore)  and  to  Dr.  M.  M.  U.  Rhodes  the  Acting 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  the  advice  and  support  they  have 
given  at  all  times  and  the  staff  in  general  for  assisting  me  in 
carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Department.
